Under the above title the Revj A. 
K. Schrag preached a sermon that was 
, really more of a journalistic article 
than a sermon. “There was little 
doubt,” said the pveacher by way of 
introduction, “that the text ‘God hath 
commanded lTfrht to shine out of dark¬ 
ness” can be applied as explanatory 
of the changes due to the war that had 
taken place in civilization and Christ¬ 
ianity.” 

The darkness was typical of the col¬ 
lapse of the bulwarks of our boasted 
twentieth century civilization. In¬ 
ternational brotherhood was shattered 
as a flimsy fabric. Racial hate sup¬ 
erceded even the interchange of art 
and science as well as\of commerce 
and politics between the alien enemy 
countries and those of the Allies. The 
Socialistic criticism of commerce as 
wrongfully based on competition was 
shown to be true. Even the Christian 
religion as evidenced by the colossal 
institutions for worship aiyd social am¬ 
elioration, were pictured as really 
Churchianity. The Church, as such, 
had been lame and palsied as a power 
to stop the war at its beginning. This 
breakdown of civilization under the 
stress of the war was undoubtedly 
darkness falling upon a world of 
bloodshed and horror. 

The light which God commanded to 
shine was allegorized as the working 
out in nev. and far-reaching reforms. 
Labor was more truly given a voice 
in the affairs of the State. Commerce 
was being forced to act on the prin¬ 
ciple of co-operation. Social vices 
were being handled not alone by way 
of restriction but by elimination of 
the causes of these plagues. Temper¬ 
ance legislation was fortified by the 
sense of the need to suppress an evil 
that affects thj whole family of the

Trouble Caused by an Australian 
Agitator Who Was Discharged 


GERMAN PEOPLE BEGIN TO 

FEAR FOR THE RESULT 


The discharge of an alien enemy 
yesterday by the Federal coal .mines 
here resulted in a tie-u|^of the mines 
by the union. Patras, an Australian, 
is the man involved. The manager 
refuses to reinstate him in response 
to an ultimatum from the miners. He 
3ays he will allow no alien enemy to 
dictate to him. The operators have 
violated no clause of their agree¬ 
ment, the manager claims. 


A digest of German opinion on the 
situation in Picardy given in an offi¬ 
cial dispatch from France says the 
German general staff is instructing 
the military correspondents to reas¬ 
sure the public and with over-empha¬ 
sized explanations in betraying the 
dismaV of the public at the prospect 
of a check of the great offensive. The 
dispatch follows: , 

Among the descriptions of the war 
and the. notices—of -tne newspapers, 
different currents of German opinidh 
produced in Germany by the offen¬ 
sive can be defied. There is first the 
anxiety caused by the extent of the 
losses. The general staff charges the 
Wolff Bureau and the military cor¬ 
respondents to assure the public and 
to put them on guard against the, 
enemy communiques. 

The staff no longer upholds, as on 
the first day that the losses of the 
assailants had been the minimum, but 
it now affirms that they are normal 
and proportionate to the results ob¬ 
tained. The general staff explains to 
tJhe | impatient public^what difficulties 
wTfrfch have been augmented by the 
bad weather.

No ones'Tteart is aching for the far¬ 
mer in these piping times of prosperi¬ 
ty, and yet why should a maximum 
price be set upon farm products and 
none upon farm labor? This is not 
skilled labor. The farmer takes what 
he can get and puts up with it. 

People whose sons are in the tren¬ 
ches can not be blamed for a seeth¬ 
ing bitterness toward things as they 
exist in this country today. It was 
apparenUy an easy task 1 to put mach¬ 
inery at work which grabs off the 
physically fit, drafts him into the 
trenches to discomfort, mutilation or 
death at $1.10 a day and board. Why 
should another incompasably less de¬ 
serving class of citizen be allowed to 
dictate its own terms to the producers 
of the land? The hired man sleeps 
warmly under cover, he is fed well, in- 
nitely better than our boys in England 
or even in France. He is all day in 
the bracing health-giving air of Al¬ 
berta. And he dictates his own 
terms. Our own boys the brains, 
strength and soul of oqr country arc 
being slaughtered while he holds us 
up. Suppose our soldiers should de¬ 
mand $100 a month and board and an

moral welfare? The Y.M.C.A. is un¬ 
dertaking some sort ,of supervision, 
but wilj this supervision be welcome 
to the farmer and will it nieet the de¬ 
mands of the situation? In many cas¬ 
es the farmer who will avail himself 
of the services of the growing boy, is 
the man who wants cheap labor, who 
wants as much as he can get, for as 
little as he can give and who will be 
blind to -the humane features. 

The ’teen age boy, as we know, is 
game. His standards demand that 
he show sand. In fact he shows a 
good deal more sand, as a rule, than 
his fattish, easy-going dad. Many 
a boy is going to stick to his job this 
summer, to the detriment of his fut¬ 
ure health and moral standards. The 
mothers know this. But/alrcady the 
mothers have borne the brunt of 
war’s necessities. They might as well 
stand a little more. 

But is this a necessity? No doubt 
the ranks of the cities golf-links, 
tennis-courts, pool-roomsr and dance 
halls will be kept up to strength by 
the fathers of the lads, by E class 
men, and many others who arc not 
necessary to the conduct of civilian 
life. It is fair to the growing boy 
and his mother? 

And does it ever strike you that 
the middle-aged man is slipping out 
of this war pretty easily ? And he is 
the fellow who does most of the talk¬ 
ing. -—

CANADIAN FLAX FOR 

THE AEROPLANE 

Word has been received at Ottawa 
that Colonel Wayland of the Canadian 
Expeditionary Force? has been reque¬ 
sted by the war office to immediately 
proceed to Canada to supervise the 
distribution of fibre flax seed which it 
is anticipated will be urgently requir¬ 
ed in order to supply the manufactur¬ 
ing needs for aeroplanes in the near 
future. 

As the importance of these supplies 
cannot be exaggerated it is exceeding¬ 
ly desirable that there shall be cordial 
co-operation between the farmers who 
will sow this special flax seed and 
Colonel Wayland who will distribute 
the seed to be sown. Colonel Way- 
land has been empowered to offer suit¬ 
able terms to farmers sowing this 
seed. He is proceeding to Canada at 
an early date and in the meantime en¬ 
quiries may be addressed to him, care 
of Grain Exchange, Winnipeg.

GO TO WORK OR GO TO JAIL 

Idleness in Canada is now punish¬ 
able by-penalty. An order in council 
enacts that all persons domiciled in 
Canada shall, in the absence of reason 
able cause, engage in useful occupa¬ 
tions. 

The regulation provides: 

((1) That every male person re¬ 
siding in the Dominion shall be regul¬ 
arly engaged in some useful occupa¬ 
tion. 

(2) In any proceeding here under 
it shall be a defense that the person 
is (a) under 16 years or over 60 years 
of age. 

(b) A bona-fide student proceeding! 
with his training for some useful oc-; 
cupation. 

(c) A bona-fide student at some re¬ 
cognized educational institution. 

(d) Regtilarly employed in some I 
useful occupation and temporarily j 
unemployed owing to differences with 
his employer. 

(e) Physically unable to comply! 
with the provisions of the law. 

(f) Unable to obtain within reason-1 
able distance any kind of employment'! 
which he is adapted to perform at cur¬ 
rent wages for similar employment, j 

Violation of the regulations imposed 
liability of a penalty not exceeding' 
one hundred dollars or not exceeding j 
six months in jail.

AT THE LEGLISATURE 

(By Our Special Correspondent) 

This week waa mainly spent with 
the estimates for 1918. There was, 
however, one division of the House in 
connection with the third reading of 
the supplementary Revenue Tax Act 
Mr. Geo. Hoadley introduced an am¬ 
ended amendment,the purport of which 
was to ear-mark for the purpose of 
the Patriotic Fund and the Returning 
and Returned Soldiers’ requirements, 
all the money derived from this tax. 
This amendment was supported by the 
opposition members and by Mrs. Mc¬ 
Kinney and Jas. Weir. The govern- 
mentment majority voted it down. So 
that now, according to Mr. Weir's es¬ 
timate $800,000 will, go towards the 
patriotic fund, and 81,000,000 for the 
general purposes of the province. 

A tax of ten cents per ton is being 
placed on the coal mined in Alberta. 

The Succession duties are being am¬ 
ended so as to give the province larg¬ 
er revenues from the estates of de¬ 
ceased citizens. 

Every conceivable amusement gath¬ 
ering will now demand as tax by the 
Amusement Tax Act. Theatres, mov¬ 
ies, dances, boxing contests, football 
or other athletic games, will yield a 
tax from each spectator. 

During the consideration of the es¬ 
timates the matter of law enforce¬ 
ment and particularly the enforce¬ 
ment of the Liquor Apt by the Prov¬ 
incial Police, was the cause of a 
warm discussion. Dr. Stanley, sup¬ 
ported by Mrs. McKinney of Clares- 
holm, contended that there was very 
poor enforcement at present, and 
there could not be better enforcement 
until the Police Commision would con¬ 
sent to engage a sufficient number of 
plain - clothes men. The Premier re¬ 
sented the statement that the Liquor 
Act was not being enforced,' and the 
discussion between Dr. Stanley and 
the Premier "became excited at inter¬ 
vals. However, the various debates on 
the Police question are beginning to 
have their effect. During the week 
Supt. McDoiyald has tendered 
his resignation and according to rum¬ 
ors Chief Cuddy of Calgary, is to be 
appointed in his stead, a£d Inspector 
Nicholson, who was recently discharg¬ 
ed is to be reinstated. 

The Premier announced 'that the en¬ 
tire vote on bridges would be required 
to complete those already under con¬ 
struction, and for repairs on existing 
bridges. 

He also stated that present indica¬ 
tion that there would be practically 
no telephone construction. Outside of 
an extention to Ponoka Asylum there 
would be no public building erected. 

Mr. Hoadley and Dr. Stanley ex¬ 
tracted a promise from the Premier 
that the famous “Billy” Deyl would 
not again be taken into the Govern¬ 
ment's service. Deyl was under a fat 
salary in the Attorney-General’s de-. 
partment for most of the past year. 
He figured prominently in the Liquor 
| charges made by Dr. Stanley in 1916. 

Amendments to the L.I.D. Act and 
to R. M. Act have been announced. L. 
I. D’s. and R. M’s. will diss'apear und¬ 
er their old names, and hereafter all 
will be'known as Municipal Districts. 
The alteration respecting the govern¬ 
ing jurisdictions of existing units is 
not yet announced. 

The embarassment of the High Riv¬ 
er Public School Board still continues. 
For some reason, known only to him¬ 
self, Hon. J. R. Boyle, Minister of Ed¬ 
ucation, still refuses to permit the 
local Trustee Board to secure a loan 
from the Bank to meet Teachers’ sal¬ 
aries and current expenses.

A severe outbreak of this insect next 
summer in indicated by the large num¬ 
ber of the white egg-masses spotted 
over the trunks and branches of shade 
trees in many of our eastern towns 
and cities. The habits of this injuri¬ 
ous insect and the most effective meth¬ 
ods for its control are discussed in 
Circular No. 11, recently issued by 
the Entomological Branch of the De¬ 
partment of Agriculture, written by 
Messrs. J. M. Swaine and G. E. San¬ 
ders. 

The species is native to this country 
and occurs periodically in extensive 
outbreaks, particularly in the regions 
bordering the .Great Lakes, the St. 
Lawrence River and near the Atlantic 
Coast. It is notably a pest of cities 
and towns, but is injurious everywhere 
to shade trees in times of abundance; 
and it' is also an important enemy of 
apple trees, since, in addition to defoli¬ 
ating the trees, the caterpillars feed 
upon and destroy the young fruit. 

The details of the control methods 
as applied to both shade trees and ap¬ 
ple trees are discussed in detail in the 
circular. Copies of this circular may 
be hod free on application to the Pub¬ 
lications Branch, Department of Agri¬ 
culture, Ottawa, and requests for the 
circular may be mailed free. All in¬ 
quiries regarding insect pests should 
be addressed to the Dominion Entomo¬ 
logist, Department of Agriculture, Ot¬ 
tawa, and no postage is required on 
3uch letters. 


KEEM PIG 

It Will Help Keep You, or Pay for a 
Victory Bon'd 

During the summer of 1917, a 
Qilmber of conferences were held at 
various points in Canada for the pur¬ 
pose of discussing increased bacon 
production. Farmers and breeders 
were everywhere urged to "keep and 
breed extra sows. As a resulix the 
Live Stock Commissioner reports that 
vye may confidently expect the num¬ 
ber of hogs to be increased by 26 to 
30 per cent, during 1918. The first 
step towards ay increase in our bacon 
supply has thus already been taken. 

The next step is to see that these 
extra pigs are fed and fattened. The 
feed situation is acute. Many farm¬ 
ers who have been able to breed and 
winter an extra sow or two will not 
be in a position to feed to a proper 
finish all of the extra pigs. There 
are numerous householders in Cana¬ 
da who could help relieve this situa¬ 
tion by keeping one or two pigs, which 
could be bought at weaning time, fed 
during the summer largely upon the 
garden and kitfhen refuse, and finish¬ 
ed off in the fall upon an increased 
meal ration. J . 

There are thousands of people a- 
round towns and villages and in 
small settlements who could, and 
should help in Ais way. It is past 
the time for “doing your bit”; it is 
now time to do your utmost. Do 
not allow kitchen refuse, or garden 
weeds and waste to go unused. Feed 
them to a pig. A properly cared for 
pig is not a menace to the public 
health. What you do in this matter 
may mean life of death to somebody 
“over there.” Decide now and be¬ 
gin to get a place ready to keep the 
a pig.

REGISTER OF MANHOOD 

pF THE DOMINION 


The national registration board has 
completed its plan for rcgistratir.g the 
manhood of Canada, and Hon. Gideon 
Robertson, chairman of the board, has 
laid the proposals before the cabinet 
for its approval. The board has de¬ 
cided to have one day upon which 
every man and woman of Canada be¬ 
tween certain ages, will be required to 
register. Registration will be con¬ 
ducted somewhat similar to a national 
election. The country will be divided 
into districts, 17 in all, with a regist¬ 
rar Who will have charge of the work. 
There will also be country registrars 
responsible for each electore.l7distrfct 

There will bo registration booths in 
nearly every poll, although the exact 
electoral polls will not be followed, 
though it is proposed, as far as pos¬ 
sible, where permission can be se¬ 
cured, to use them. The district and 
country registrar will have to be had, 
but it is expected that volunteers can 
be secured to take charg^of the local 
registration. The assistance and co¬ 
operation of fraternal associations, 
women’s organizations, labor unions, 
etc., has been promised. This will 
greatly reduce the expense. 

When the registration is completed, 
.he cards will have to be assorted and 
.irran&cd. This will be a stupendous 
task. It is not expected that the work 
can be of much assistance for this 
year, but it will pave the way for a 
mobilization of the country’s man¬ 
power later, It is also thought that 
the work will greatly assist the mili¬ 
tary authorities in the enforcement of 
the Military Service Act, as all cards 
of men of military age will be avail¬ 
able for them. The exact date has not 
yet been fixed, but it will be early in 
June. 


Indian Population of Canada.—The 
Indian population of .Canada, accord¬ 
ing to the annual report of the super¬ 
intendent of Indian affairs, is 109,294, 
or an increase of 437 over the popu¬ 
lation. shown in the previous annual 
report. The Indian population, the 
report says, is slowly but steadily in¬ 
creasing.- — —•

Quarter section of available Dominion 
Land in Manitoba, Saskatchewan -or 
Alberta. Applicant must appear in 
person at Dominion Lands Agency «r 
Sub-Agency for District. Entry by 
proxy may be made on certain condi¬ 
tions. Duties—Six months residence 
uuon and cultivation of land in each 
of three years. 

In certain districts a homesteadei 
may secure an adjoining quarter sec 
tion as irre-emption.
